AIRPLANE ‘ATTACK? 
AS FLEET IS MOVED 
THROUGH THE CANAL 


Commercial Traffic Waits, 
Spectators Are Barred for 
War Maneuvers.

BALBOA, C. Z., April 24. — The 
movement of the United States 
\fleet through the Panama Canal 
neared an end today. The transit 
of the 111 vessels from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic began at 5:11 a. m., 
Monday. Naval officials had hoped 
to complete it within 24 hours, to 
demonstrate the speed with which 
the transfer could be accomplished 
if necessary. 
While the canal was filled with 
fighting ships, to the exclusion of 
commercial traffic, airplanes from 
Coco Solo and France Field man- 
euvered overhead. Giant Army 
bombers were routed by * speedy 
fighting planes which plunged 
down toward them from high alti- 
tudes.

Asia, was taken in League of Na- 
tions circles here as open defiance 
of the League in its home where 
Japan was publicly criticised for 
aggression in Manchuria. 

The Japanese statement was re- 
garded as far from reassuring in 
the present situation in the Far 
East. League representatives said 
Japan was reaching out to Asiatic 
peoples to inculcate in them Japan- 
ese ideas and Japanese leadership, 

Thus, with Japan openly suspi- 
cious of the new plan of reorgani- 
zation in China, which Dr. Ludwig 
Rajchman, the League’s represen- 
tative, is bringing back to Geneva, 
great interest has been aroused in 
the meeting of the League council 
to which the plan will be submitted 
on May 14. 

Yokoyama’s Statement. 

Consul-General Yokoyama’s man- 
ifesto was issued in explanation: of 
a statement by a Tokio Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman last week that help 
to China that might become a po- 
litical aid would be opposed by 
Japan. The statement argued that 
the help of foreign Powers to China 
might be harmful, and added: 

“Japan wishes to affirm its firm 
will to assume responsibility for

FOR TELEPHONE LINES 


Independents Say They Can't 
Stand Increases Possible 
in Bell System. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—Codes 
restricted to wage and hour pro- 
visions were submitted to NRA yea- 
terday by the Bel] System telephorie 
companies and the United States 
Independent Telephone Association. 
Company unions or employe rep- 
resentation plans in the Bell chain 
caused extended questioning by 


NRA officials, but the hearing de- 
veloped less controversy than any 
others on big codes. 

Charles F. Cooper, American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Co. vice- 
president, presented the Bell code 
with the remark that it was an “in- 
dustrial recovery act code” and not 
a code of fair competition, because 
there was no ‘competition in the 
field covered. He said that between 
the Blue Eagle agreement signed 
last August and the present code 
the Bell chain would add $30,000,000 
annually to its payroll, without in- 
creasing charges to the public. 
Thus far, he pointed out, dividends 
have been maintained. 

The 6000 indepéndent companies 
submitted a separate code, said F. 
B. MacKinnon, president of their 
association, because they could not 
stand the payroll increases possible 
in the Bell system. The small ex- 
changes, he said, must be self-sup- 
porting and already were having 
difficulty in many cases. 

About 1000 of the companies 
signed the re-employment agree- 
ment, he said, and this added 3000 
employes to their rolls, increasing 
the total for all to 60,000. 

The Bell code established a 40- 
hour standard work week, while the 
independents have a 48-hour base 
for small towns. The latter also 
proposed total exemption for those 
working in communities under 2500. 

Minimum pay scales otherwise 
were the same in the two codes, 
ranging from $15 to $10 a wéek. 
Both codes established an 18-year 
age limit except for office boys and 
messengers. <A dollar differential 
was proposed for the Southern 
states including Kentucky, Arkan- 
sas and Oklahoma.

Eight employes of the St. Louis 
County Highway Garage, who had 
not been paid since they were hired 
by the County Court last Septem- 
ber, received their salaries and dis- 
missal notices yesterday, ending a 
dispute between County Highway 
Engineer John M,. Crutsinger and 

the County Court. 

The County Court, composed of 
two Democrats and one Republican, 
sought jurisdiction over the garage 
last September and put in a new 
force of employes after ordering 
the dismissal of men appointed pre- 
viously by the County Highway En- 
gineer. Crutsinger, a Democrat, re- 
fused to sign the pay vouchers for 
the new employes. 

Last week Circuit Judge Mulloy 
issued an injunction against the 
County Court restraining that body 
from interference with the opera- 
tion of the garage. His authority 
over the garage re-established, 
Crutsinger signed the pay vouch- 
ers, totaling $5390, and dismissed 
the employes put in by the court. 
Ten new men appointed by Crutsin- 
ger today took charge of the ga- 
rage, where-the county highway 
department’s trucks and road 
equipment is kept and maintained.

Senator Knows of No Use 
in Seeing Her About His 
Charges Against Her Fur- 
niture Factory. ~§- 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 24—It 
seemed unlikely today that Mrs. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt and Senator 
Schall (Rep.), Minnesota, were ever 
going to get together to Ciscues 
Schall’s charge that she was capit- 
alizing her White House position to 
make money on heft Hyde Park 
furniture factory. 

Mrs. Roosevelt issued a telephone 
invitation yesterday morning for 
Schall tO meet her at the White 
House. Schall did not appear, but 
later said he had suggested noon 
today for the méeting. Today he 
was quoted by his secretary as say- 
ing he would not go to the White 
House today and indicated he saw 
no use of ever going. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said today she did 
not know whether she would sée 
him or write him a letter. 

Mrs. Roosevelt read to her press 
conference yesterday a statement 
by Schall saying among other 
things that her factory at Hyde 
Park, New York, charged five times 
as much for furniture as did other 
factories... In reply she said neither 
she nor the other three women or- 
ganizers had ever made a cent of 
interest on their investment. 

Mrs. Roosévelt explained the proj- 
ect was carried on as an experiment 
to see whether a factory for hand- 
made furniture could be maintained 
in a rural community to teach boys 
a trade and keep them from drift- 
ing out when farm work ended, 

Schall’s Statement in Reply. 

Schall in a statement which fol- 
lowed said: “If the statement of 
Mrs. Roosevelt is correct, that she 
has never made a cent out of her 
Hyde Park furniture factory, then 
Gen. Johnson should be called in at 
once and the factory put on a code. 
If this institution which, by all rea- 
sonable deductions should clear $1,- 
000,000 this year, is going to show 
a loss, what about all our other 
industries which the Government 
has undertaken to operate? 

“Tf they can’t make the factory 
of the President’s wife earn a profit 
selling furniture at five times the 
cost of similar furniture, the whole 
NRA seems to be hopeless. 

“tinder direction of the President. 
Gen. Johnson is fixing prices and 
wages and profits for every other 
institution in the United States. 
Why has he neglected Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s factory? Mrs. Roosevelt ‘s 
quoted as saying she has not made 
a cent of interest on the money she 
invested in the factory. 

“We hope the radio company and 
the newspapers and the magazines 
she is writing for are at least pay- 
ing for the pencils and paper she 
must have consumed in the under- 
taking. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s Comment. 

Earlier in the day at a press con- 
ference, Mrs: Roosevelt read Schall’s 
first statement. It referred to “Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s attempt to build a fur- 
niture factory at Reedsville with 
$95 000.000 of the taxpayer’s money,” 
as well as criticism of the high 
prices charged by her factory at 
Hyde Park. The statement also 
said she was making such a cam- 
paign for big hotel business “the 
country will need more furniture 
factories.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt denied there was 
any intention of spending $25,000,- 
000 of the Government’s money on 
any factory, she said. Nor was a 
furniture factory ever contemplat- 
ed at Reedsville, she said, 

“What was intended was a small 
factory to make postoffice boxes, 
hardly to be classed as furniture,” 
she commented. She told of the 
objections to this by other postal 
factories. “The reason, of course,” 
she said, “was that a smal! Govern- 
ment factory, wihch Could not pos- 
sibly supply the demand for third 
and fourth class postoffices, but 
which could be a ‘measuring rod’ 
by which prices charged by other 
factories could be checked, would 
he an extremely inconvenient kind 
of factory to have in operation.” 

Defends Hyde Park Project. 

“My factory makes hand-made 
furniture,” she said. “Had the Sen- 
ator or whoever prepared. that 
statement for him examined the 
furniture he would know why the 
price is higher. Our factory was 
an experiment—to see if we could 
run a very small.factory in a rural 
community, and teach boys a trade. 
Through the depression we have 
managed to keep our married men 
and pay them a minimum wage of 
$24 a week and pay our expenses.” 

Asked how large a force she has 
now, Mrs. Roosevelt replied: “Twen- 


.jty-two peonle is the maximum we 


could possibly employ.” 

Senator Schall’s statement sald 
he was told the Powhatan: Hotel in 
Washington and the Palmer House 
in Chicago were supplied with suites 
of Roosevelt furniture and “if the 
profit on these suites is onlv $1000

AAYOR SUMS 
FIRST YEAR'S WOR 
BEFORE ALDERMEN 


Says in Address to Board 
That He Has Kept Pledges 
to Cut Cost of City Gov- 


ernment. 


Mayor Dickmann, addressing the 
Board of Aldermen at noon today, 
gave a summary of the first year 
of his administration. He said 
platform pledges to reduce the cost 
of city government, and to get a 
dollar’s worth for every dollar ex- 
pended, had been fulfilled. 

“We balanced the budget within 
30 days after assuming office,” the 


Mayor said: He compared the 
amount spent for the last fiscal 


with $19,147,214 the previous year, 
showing a reduction of $1,358,548. 
The deficit was reduced from $1,- 
379,529 to $147,000, and the Mayor 
added that there would have been 
no deficit but for the restoration cf 
the 10 per cent salary cut of city 
employes, which took effect before 
the end of the fiscal year. 

This pay-cut restoration, which 
the Mayor approved, was consis- 
tent, he said, “with the present ef- 
fort being made to restore Wages 
and salaries to a pre-depression lev- 
el, to elevate the standard of wages, 
and to increase buying power. 

Diligence of City Workers. 
“Reductions of the working force 
of the departments,” he added, 
“were such as to require the utmost 
diligence on the part, of those re- 
maining in the city’s service, to do 
the work required. Certain it is 
that no one who has done the work 
expected of him the past year has 
been overpaid.” 

As showing the return received 
by the taxpayer for his dollar, the 
Mayor commended the demonstra- 
tion of the city’s facilitics and ser- 
vices now on display in the arena 
section of the Municipal Auditor- 
ium, 

St. Louis’ part in the CWA and 
PWA programs was then outlined. 

“The city,” the Mayor said, 
“planned, developed and handled 
95 CWA projects, and placed 26,475 
workers, whose aggregate wages 
amounted to $5,770,747; all this 
without increase in number or com- 
pensation of those in the regular 
employ of the city.” 

As to PWA work, the Mayor said 
his administration had not felt war- 
ranted in proposing projects sim- 
ply to give work, or merely to ob- 
tain a 30 per cent Federal grant, 


necessary works. 

“We have planned 23 projects,” he 
said, “for all of which we have ap- 
plied for grants from the Federal 
Government. These include pro}j- 
ects for which we had city funds 
available, and projects included in 
the $16,100,000 bond issue election 
to be held May 15. Estimated cost 
is $28,955,480. Five grants have been 
allowed, and work done on three.” 

Reports by Departments. 

The Mayor then gave reports by 
departments of each branch of the 
city service, as classified by the 
Charter. Under the Department of 
Public Welfare, which now has four 
divisions, he suggested that a new 
division might be created, that of 
Relief and Employment. 

Handling of the encephalitis epi- 
demic, by the Health Division, was 
termed “the outstanding piece of 
public health work accomplished in 
1933.” Attention was called to the 
fact that no case of amoebic dys- 
entery developed in St. Louis dur- 
ing the year—‘“all ‘known cases 
were contracted in Chicago,” 

The City Law Department, the 
Mayor said, undertook to get a re- 
duction of gas and electric rates. 
Electric rates were reduced volun- 
tarily by the Union Electric Co., and 
the city got an order making a 
smail reduction in gas rates to do- 
mestic consumers, but this has been 
held up by a Federal injunction. 
“We have not. seen eye to eye on 
every proposition,” the Mayor said 
to the Aldermen, “but taking the 
year as a whole, I feel that we have 
made a record of which any admin- 
istration should be proud.” He 
added that he would make recom- 
mendations of needed measures at 
a future meeting, and would be 
“glad to confer with you at any 
time.”

Mrs. Sul- 
livan’s husband, Robert J. Sulli- 
van, testified, as did other relatives 
and friends, that she had been ill 
since September but was of a happy 
disposition.

ENGLAND WILL 
RETAIN DAVIS 
CUP, COACH OF

By the Associated Press. 

WIMBLEDON, England, April 24. 
—American’s Davis Cup hopefuls, if 
they haven’t already been advised 
of it, may as well learn now that 
they will be up against two impor- 
tant factors in challenging England 
for tennis honors this season. The 
first is a better and more con- 
fident Fred Perry, ace of the home 
team. The other is a new and live- 
lier ball. 

“IT should say Perry is about 30 
per cent better than he was at this 
time a year ago,” declared Dan 
Maskell, professional coach of the 
British Davis Cup forces, after a 
brisk workout on the velvety turf 
of Wimbledon. “His backhand is 
much better, his forehand is sharp- 
er and hjs service was doing things 
today that I never taught him. 

“Did you notice the way he was 
spanking them past me with that 
quick, wrist-action drive he’s de- 
veloped? Gosh, I couldn’t see half 
of them.” 

Although he was playing only the 
second time since early February, 
Perry displayed an amazing assort- 
ment of strokes. His forehand, 
which he used now and then with 
a sort of whip-like action that 
caught Maskell flat-footed, bore lit- 
tle resemblance to the flat, medium 
paced drive he relied on last sum- 
mer.

| And England Heavily Reduced 
By New Import Restrictions | 


Former Promoting Home Production, While 
Latter Aids Dominions—Adjustment to 
| Domestic Market Chief Hope.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—With 
more than 1,100,000 farmers now 
signed up in the corn-hog reduction 


campaign which is stil] under way 
and the first benefit checks dis- 
bursed to producers in Marion 
County, Iowa, indications are that 
adjustment to the domestic market 
is the chief hope of better prices 
this year. 
Two of the heaviest foreign pur- 
chasers of American hog products 
are placing more drastic restric- 
tions on imports from the United 
States, according to reports to the 
Department of Agriculture. 
Germany, second largest buyer of 
American hog products in the past, 
which at one time depended upon 
the United States for about 80 per 
cent of its lard imports, has re- 
stricted lard imports to 40 per cent 
of the average of 1931-33. 
United States lard exports to Ger- 
Many may not exceed 65,000,000 
pounds in 1934, against 126,000,000 
pounds in 1933 and 250,000,000 
pounds in the years immed:ately 
after the war, it is estimated. 
In addition, Germany is levying 
an import tax of nearly 18 cents 
@ pound on lard, compared with 
about 1 cent a pound prior to a 
year ago in February. 
. Germany’s action is primarily to 
encourage its own hog raisers and 
to support the native dairy irdus- 
try. In Germany, lard is freely 
used as a substitute for butter, ana 
efforts are being made to raise 
dairy prices: 3 
Despite declining exports during 
the depression, the United States 
sent abroad 24 per cent of its lard 
production in 1932. The German 
action, therefore is a blow to 
heavy hog production in this coun- 
try. i 
English Restrictions. ; 
| American producers also face 


tighter gestrictions in the English 
market, which normally took 60 per 
cent of this country’s cured pork 
exports and 40 per cent of the lard 
exports. 

Although barter negotiations with 
respect to increased liquor imports 
in this country succeeded to the ex- 
tent that the United States’ share 


increased from 6 to 9 per cent of 
the whole, England has just cut 
all quotas by about 25 per cent. 

While the United States will get 
a bigger.share of the British busi- 
ness, the net effect of the cut in 
total imports will result in réduc- 
ing actual imports from America to 
about 43,00l,000 pounds from April 
1 to Jan. 1. For the same ‘period 
last year England took 58,000,000 
pounds of cured pork from Ameri- 
can producers. 

Getting Trade. 

By the free access to English 
markets given Canadian producers 
under the Ottawa agreement and 
the restrictions placed on non-Em- 
pire imports, Canada is turning in- 
creasingly to pork production. Her 
pork exports to England last year 
reached 73,000,000 pounds, compared 
with 36,00(,000 pouads in 1932 and 
13,000,000 pounds in 1931. 

The comparatively favorable 
overseas outlet for Canadian pork 
has resulted in a wide margin of 
Canadian hog prices over American 
hog prices. But the general import 
duty of 3 conts a pound on live hogs 
shipped from the United States to 
Canada, plus a duty varying with 
the value of the hogs, has been suf- 
ficient thus far to shut out Cana- 
dian imports from this country. 

The British market for her do- 
minions also has led to a marked 
expansion in hog production in New 
Zealand—from 13,000,000 pounds of 
frozen pork shipped to England in 
1931-32 to 22,400,000 pounds in the 
1932-33 export season.

BL SINE AND 
TENSIONS EASED 


Yields to Cabinet Pres- 
sure; Radicals Still to Be 
Reckoned With. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, April 24.—In the face 
of the threatened resignation of the 
Cabinet, President Alcala Zamora 
today signed a general amnesty 
bill. Thousands of political pris- 
oners throughout Spain, many of 
them in j&it since the December 
revolt, will receive their freedom. 
Under the new law, also certain of’ 
the estates confiscated from 
grandee on establishment of the re- 
public, will be restored. 

Alcala Zamora was _ reluctant 
to sign the bill, believing parts of 
it to be unconstitutional, but the 
cabinet was sure to quit if he did 
not and anti-Fascists and extremists 
were threatening violence if ‘he 
did. Much of the unrest of the past 
three days was due to Alcala Za- 
mora’s reluctance to approve the 
measure. 

The signing of the bill tended to 
ease a tense situation. 

Premier Alejandro Lerroux an- 
nounced the amnesty law would 
be published in the official gazette 
tomorrow, making it effective. 

Despite the Premier Leroux’s in- 
sistence that the Government was 
“in control of the situation,” there

Will Question in Injunction 
‘Suit Constitutionality of 
Federal Regulation of 
Pay and Hours. 


By the Associated Press, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 24.—The 
NRA wage scale of $4.60 for a sev- 
en-hour day in the Western Ken- 
tucky coal fields will be resisted in 
the Federal courts, J. Van Normans, 
attorney for the West Kentucky 
Coal Operators’ Association, an- 
nounced last night after a meeting 
of 60 mine owners. 

The operators voted unanimously 
that court action to enjoin erforce- 
ment of the wage scale was their 
only hope, Norman said. ‘The mine 
owners say the scale would be 
“ruinous” to their business. 

‘The West Kentucky coul opera- 
tors take this action with a deep 
sense of regret,” Norman said in 
announcing a petition for an in- 
junction would be filed in a few 
days, “and only after going to the 
greatest length in an effort to co- 
operate with the administrator and 
carry out the purposes of the Re 
covery Act.” 

Basis for Suit. 

Norman said the suit would con- 
tend that enforcement of the wage 
scale is arbitr and confisentory. 
The question of the constitutional- 
ity of the Federal Government's 
regulation of wages and hours also 
will be raised, he said. 

Western Kentucky miners had 
been working on a $4 scale for an 
eight-hour day prior to April 1, he 
said, and the $4.60 scale for seven 
hours represents a 32 per cent in- 
crease in labor cost, as compared to 
an increase of about 14 per cent in 
Illinois and Indiana wages. He 
added that Northern coal fields also 
had lower freight rates. 

Operators at the meeting decided 
not to operate their mines except 
to take care of contrac. production. 
Norman said this would resyvit in 
loss of jobs for 10,000 miners. There 
are approximately 15,000 miners in 
Western Kentucky.

, Publication of Pension Information. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE editorial, “Make It an Honor Roll,” 

from your issue of April 7, 1934, has 
just come to the attention of this office. 
In the last paragraph, it says: “Contrary 
to the popular impression, there is No 
law against publication of the amounts 
paid as pensions to individuals. The only 
bar to such publication is an adminis- 
trative ruling of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
which can be changed at any time.” 

Your attention is invited to Section 30 
of the World War Veterans’ Act, as 
amended, which expressly provided that 
“all files, records, reports and other 
papers and documents pertaining to any 
claim ... shall be deemed confidential 
and privileged, and no disclosure there- 
of shall be made except as follows: 

“(D) The amount of compensation or 
training allowance of any beneficiary 
shall be made known to any person who 
applies for such information.” 

This provision has: been perpetuated 
in paragraph F of Veterans’ Regulation 
No. 11, promulgated under executive 
order of March 31, 1933. 

You will note, therefore, that the dis- 
closure of this information is specifically 
governed by law and is not subject to 
administrative ruling by the Veterans’ 
Administration.

Since industry will need fewer and 
fewer people to satisfy the material 
wants of the population, is it not sound 
policy that the increasing emphasis be 
put upon the service occupations, and 
that the people who tannot be taken 
into industry should be absorbed in 
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POLITICS’ VS. PUBLIC WELFARE. 

In his statement of opposition to the proposed $10,- 
000,000 State bond issue, Chairman Curtis of the Re 
publican State Committee is in the classic position 
of straining at a gnat and swallowing a camel. 

Mr. Curtis, a short time ago, wrote to Gov. Park 
indorsing the bond issue proposal, but now that he 
has given the matter further study, he takes it all 
back. What bothers Mr. Curtis is a fear that the 
money will be improperly spent. He points out that 
the act, as originally introduced, called for a bipar- 
tisan board of four members, two from each party, to 
supervise the expenditure. This was changed by the 
Legislature, which set up a board of six elective of- 
ficers—Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, Treas- 
urer, Attorney-General and State Superintendent of 
Schools. | 

Like Mr. Curtis, we Would prefer a bipartisan 
board; but, unlike Mr. Curtis, we are not willing to 
junk a great program, designed on the one hand 
to create employment and on the other to end the 
shocking conditions in State institutions, because of 
the Legislature’s action. Moreover, we suspect Mr. 
Curtis, instead of being alarmed about a possible 
waste in expenditure, is really concerned with the 
defeat of a program which happens to have been 
undertaken by a Democratic administration. 
Gov. Park has repeatedly stressed that there is no 
partisanship in the bond issue. He has freely and 
generously comntented on the fact that rehabilita- 
tion of the State institutions was originally suggest- 
ed by a commission appointed by his Republican 
predecessor, Gov. Caulfield. In reply to Mr. Curtis, 
he has reiterated his statement that “partisan poli- 
tics should play no part” where the “welfare of un- 
fortunate humanity is at stake.” He also pointed out 
that ex-Gov. Caulfield, as a member of the Missouri 
Public Works Advisory Board, urged him to submit 
the $10,000,000 bond issue to the Legislature, and that 
ex-Gov. Caulfield recently publicly advocated its 
adoption. 
Mr. Curtis chooses to ignore one of the most impor- 
tant factors in the discussion. It is that the six 
State elective officers will not be alone in their super- 
vision of bond issue expenditure. As is well known, 
the Federal Government will supplement the $10,000,- 
000 State bond issue with an outright grant of ap- 
proximately $3,000,000. It is the settled policy of the 
Federal Public Works Administration, whenever an 
outright grant is made, not only to study preliminary 
plans with great minuteness, but also to maintain a 
rigid inspection and supervision of actual expendi- 
ture. The Public Works Administration is headed 
by Secretary Ickes, whose horror of graft in public 
expenditure is well known. In fact, he has been 
criticised for slowing up the national public works 
program in his intense desire to make sure that the 
money is honestly spent. 
Secretary Ickes is a watchdog who should satisfy 
even the chairman of Missouri’s Republican State 
Committee, unless that gentleman’s motives are not 
so much concerned with safeguarding the public 
money as they are with raising a political issue. If 
the latter is true, nothing could be more contemptible 
than to play politics in an attempt to defeat a meas- 
ure which would take unemployed men out of the 
soup line and would put them at the high task of 
making the State institutions fit places to keep Mis- 
souri’s unfortunate wards. 
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NOT A LINE FROM SHAKESPEARE. 
That eminent Senator from Illinois, James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, addressed his colleagues the other day, 
and so far as we have been able to discover, after 


a single quotgetion from the poets. There were brief 
mentions of Talleyrand, Machiavelli and “the adroit 
Austrian, Metternich.” O’Connell’s caution, “Don’t 
tell i¢ in London or they’ll tax’ it,” when a visitor to 
Ireland told him that the Emerald Isle’s sunshine 
and weather were beautiful, was repeated. So was 
the advice of Warwick to Hastings: “Courtesy to 
all, but servility to none.” But not one line from 
Shakespeare, whom the eloquent [Illinoisan can re- 
peat by the hour. Does this mean that the Senator 
is slipping? The thought can be scotched at the 
outset. No man who begins his speech, “Loath to 
disturb the pastoral and bucolic statesmanship sug- 
gested by the debates between these eminent leaders 
lately holding forth” and closés it by thanking “the 
chair and the Senate for their indulgence and devot- 
ed attention at this adjourning hour” has slipped an 
inch. It only means an expert ,has found that the 
subject of “foreign debts and reciprocal tariffs” does 
not lend itself to decorations from the Bard of Avon, 
and that the rest of us might as well accept his find- 
ings as the last word. : 
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UP TO CONGRESS. 

We print in the letter column today a communica: 
tion from J. Stewart Richardson, Chief, Press Re- 
lations, Veterans’ Bureau, calling attention to the 
legal restrictions on publication of pension informa- 
tion. It seems obvious that at the present time it 
would not be legally possible to give general publica- 
tion to names of* pensioners and amounts they are 
receiving. 

We had originally suggested that such general 
publication would be beneficial in fighting the pen- 
sion graft. If lists of pensioners were published in 
the newspapers or in every postoffice, thus informing 
the public as to who is getting the money, it would 
be easier to erase undeserving persons from the rolls. 
We recommend that Congress remove the restric- 
tions against publication. ; 
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PROTESTANTS DEFY HITLER. 

In. Hitler’s year and more of dominance, such a 
spectacle as a meeting of 10,000 persons to protest 
and denounce Nazi policy had nof been seen in Ger- 
many, and scarcely seemed possible, until Sunday. It 
was a gathering of Protestants, who demanded that 
the Government keep its hands off their internal 
church affairs. So the church speaks out, plafnly and 
publicly against the German dictatorship, while the 
labor unions, non-Nazi political parties, the press, 
business interests and racial minorities, who have 
received even worse treatment, remain silent and ac 
cept their fate. 

This defiance is all the more remarkable in that 
it follows closely upon a grant of amnesty to dissent- 
ing pastors, issued by Reich Bishop Mueller at the 
behest of Chancellor Hitler. Mueller’s retreat ab- 
rogated his decree of last Jan. 4, in which he set 
himself up as dictator of the Protestant Church in 
Prussia, but threatened action against future dissent- 
ers. It is evident, from the tenor of the meeting at 
Uim, that the Protestants are not content with am- 
nesty, but desire liberty.

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A MERCHANT TORY. . 

Britain is letting business work out its own salva- 
tion. So says H. Gordon Selfridge. He is the man 
who planted the American department store in Lon- 
don and has demonstrated how great oaks from tiny 
acorns grow. ‘ 

It is rugged individualism over there, he said, on 
his arrival in New York for his periodical visit. 
There will be no regimentation in England, he con- 
tinued. He himself strongly objects to any govern: 
ment telling him how-to run his business, and. that 
is the general sentiment. Industry is solving its 
problems on its own. It has not asked, desired or 
received any aid from the Government. 

“What do they know of England,” asked Mr. Kip 
ling long ago, “who only England know?” Mr, Self- 
ridge, one would guess, had never heard of New 
Zealand. It might even be surmised that he has seen 
little of insular England beyond the walls of his 
s¢ore. | 

Did British industry solve its unemployment prob 
lem without the Government's assistance? The. an- 
swer is the dole. 

If Mr. Selfridge were an English farmer, instead 
of a storekeeper, would he say that he was running 
his business without governmental direction and as- 
sistance? If hops or potatoes were his crop, both the 
quantity he could produce and the price would be 
dictated by the Government. If he were growing 
sugar beets or wheat, he would be getting a subsidy 
from the Government, and gratefully taking it. If 
he were a broker, he would find the Government 
scrutinizing his operations and “cracking dgwn” on 
him if he didn’t walk the chalk mark. Even in his 
own business as a merchant, in seeking capital by 
offering shares to the public, he would have to tell 
the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
If he omitted an item of fact, which might lead the 
investor to infer that dividends had been paid from 
earnings, instead of surplus, he would go to jail. 

Now we read that Britain is going in for industrial 

codes, under private control, at least. Would that 
be individualism, or would it be pretty much what 
everybody is doing in some form, what the Canadian 
provinces are doing, what we have just undertaken 
in the cotton belt, and what England herself is flirt- 
ig with in agriculture? Are we all wrong, or is 
Mr. Selfridge alone right? 
Mr. Selfridge talks the patter of the Tory, with 
which we are familiar. Our industrial Toryism, 
which was begging the Government to save it a year 
ago, is pretty cocky, now that its head is above 
water. It wants to splash and scuttle and devour as 
in the old glad days. It never will. Industrial Toryism, 
though its cult may not know it, is dying here. It 
is dead in England, though Mr. Selfridge may not 
‘know it. 

The machine age is upon us, and the sooner we 
cease to blink its necessities, the better it will be 
for us all. Perhaps we shall voluntarily bring about 
those changes which shall put us in step with the 
new order; but up to this time only compulgion, or 
what amounts to it, seems to be in anybody’s mind. 
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Sam Insull is headed for home, and if New York 
knows her stuff, she’ll bring back Jimmie Walker to 
make the speech of welcome. 
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RELIEF GARDENS. 

The relief garden season is opening again, and on a 
bigger scale than before. Scattered over the city are 
numerous gardens, where hundreds of plots will fur- 
nish employment and food for familjes on the relief 
rolls. Mayor Dickmann formally opened the Missouri 
Relief and Reconstruction Commission’s project at a 
ceremony Sunday. The Federal Government, too, is 
backing this activity more yigorously than before. 
Needy families in rural regions, and where possible 
in towns, will be required to have gardens to obtain 
Federal relief, unless special circumstances make ex- 
ceptions necessary. The gardens, of course, are for 
family consumption alone, and will not compete with 
commercial vegetable growers. 

It would seem the logical thing for needy families 
to plant gardens when their earnings stop or are cut 
short. Yet many have been found who neglect this 
practical plan, and compulsion has become necessary. 
The plight of the one-crop farmers of the South is 
greatly aggravated in bad years by their failure to 
plant gardens. it is a short-sighted, even shiftless, 
neglect, that is now to be remedied. The value of 
gardens is more than in the wholesome food provided 
for-immediate use and for canning. The work brings 
wholesome activity, a measure of self-reliance and 
relief from the deadening round of unemployment.

ERY few people, I am sure, really vis- 

ualized or understood at the beginning 

of the Public Works Administration 
what it meant to put that vast fund to work. 
I am now convinced that the period of sharp 
and unreasoning criticism is over, and that 
the country at large has an understanding 
view of the situation. Except those who 
for selfish or partisan reasons are deter- 
mined to find fault, it would seem that the 
nation appreciates the colossal burden -1n- 
dertaken by the PWA. 
-ur few billion-dollar industries were not 
built in a year, while in this instance the 
4government:has been obliged to plan, or- 
ganize and launch a $3,300,000,000 program 
in six months or so. It was necessary to set 
up almost overnight a functioning central 
and field organization for the proper consid- 
eration of projects and agencies to safe- 
guard the taxpayers’ money. This was done 
expeditiously. 

I believe the PWA has prepared a sound 
foundation and has established principles 
governing public works which should be of 
lasting benefit to the country. Each day is 
marked by definite strides forward. There 
is no doubt that the effect of the Federal 


public works program is being felt, notwith-. 


standing the handicap of seasonal elements. 
This force will be more pronounced within 
the year, and the stimulation of activity in 
the heavy industries and building trades 
through Government spending should en- 
courage private enterprise to display more 
confidence in the future, The F. W. Dodge 
Corporation’s building contracts statistics 
bear out both the fact and the promise. 

The Dodge figures show the momentum 
by publicly-financed work, for the second 
half of 1933, as follows: July (before the 
Federal\ program started), $20,084,700; Au- 
gust, $47,247,600; September, $73,389,600; Oc- 
tober, $100,561,300; November, $126,543,300; 
December, $155,862,800. During this period, 
such contracts increased 21° per cent over 
the second half of 1932, whereas the first 
half of 1933 ran 52 per cent behind the cor- 
responding period of 1932.

The revival of private building and engi- 
neering work in 1933 should not be disre- 


‘garded as an index of future activity and 


for its national recovery significance. The 
upturn in private activity started in June, 
1933. In the second half of 1933, private 
work ran 19 per cent ahead of the corre- 
sponding half of 1932, whereas the first half 
was 18 per cent behind the first half of 1932.

Needless to say, a state or municipality 
had to decide on Its own account whether it 


wanted Federal money for a public works « 


project. Such a matter could not be decided 
by the PWA. Sometimes the state or mu- 
nicipality has been quite slow in making up 
its mind. There existed legal difficulties; 
for a century the people have been restrict- 
ing the power of states and municipalities 
to borrow money. Perhaps there had to be 
resolutions of city councils or referenda on 
Bond issues. - Special sessions of Legisla- 
tures have had to be called to cure defects 
in the law or to pass enabling acts. 
e - . 


It is clear, therefore, that many localities 
whose credit is exceptional and public works 
projects unusually desirable, have been so 
far unable to avail themselves of PWA aid. 
Eliminating constitutional or statutory pro- 
hibitions against borrowing money is at 
best a slow and cumbersome proceeding. For 
that reason, we have been unable to aid 
many communities. This has led in some 
cases to temporary misunderstandings, but 
if our inability to allocate funds has been 
due to local laws, obviously the blame does 
not fall upon the administration. Despite 
such obstacles, states and municipalities 
have obtained a very fair share of the pub- 
lic works money. — \ 

Of. the non-Federal projects, $818,472,598 
has been allotted by loan or grant to specific 
local government units or regulated bodies 
outside Federal units. That is a net figure. 
All allotments rescinded have been deducted. 

A vast sum has also gone for low-cost 
housing, te be expended under the direction 
of the Public Works Emergency Housing 
Cofporation, to assist in slum clearance and 
building of modern inexpensive housing. 
This involves more than $100,000,000. 

Almost half of the original fund has been 
allotted to the Government proper. This 
includes $400,000,000 for Federal aid high- 
Ways in every state, $238,000,000 for naval 
construction and $50,000,000 for roads in the 
public domain, 

A large and comprehensive river and har- 
bor and flood-control program is being un- 
dertaken by the War Department with PWA 
funds. Filood-control work on the lower 
Mississippi River alone will eventually take 
up $44,120,000, already allotted, The upper 
M ippi River improvements will benefit 
by 500,000 more.

Cann:d Meat. 


Wore. many millions unem- 
ployed, with many thousands 
still undernourished, the Unit- 
ed States Army has on its hands a 
large quantity of canned meat 
which it cannot give away, cannot 
sell, cannot use itself. 

This is not because the méat is 
bad. On the contrary it is rated 
as above grade. The one difficulty 
is that the meat comes from Argen- 
tina. /nd an executive order has 
been issued prohibiting the Army, 
Navy or any relief. agency from 
using foreign meat. 

The order caught the Army with 
a large quantity of canned meat 
purchased in a hurry to feed the 
CCC. At that time there was little 
meat canned ‘n the country. Ameri- 
can meat packers did their canning 
in Argentina. 

Since the Army cannot eat the 
meat, give it away or sell it, the 
only alternative is to keep it. Good 
canned meat will keep for about 20 
years. Gen. Macarthur figures by 
that time the country will forget 
about foreign prejudice.

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TL TROVATORE’ GIVEN 


AT NEW AUDITORUM 


Excellent Performance . by 
Singers-and Orchestra in 
Verdi’s Werk. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


Louis Grand Opera Company 

presented their second produc- 
tion of the present season at the 
Municipal Auditorium last night. 
The opera was Verdi's “Il Trova- 
tore.” The cast was headed by 
Elisabeth Rethberg, Giovanni Mar- 
tinelli and Claudio Frigerio and 
Gennaro Papi was the conductor. 
The audience, which filled the top 
floor and about two-thirds of the 
parquet, Was reasomably enthusi- 
astic but in general manifested a 
tendency to sink back into the red 
plush and try for a complete im- 
mersion in that endless torrent of 
melody. 

The performance was excellent 
though distinguished more in its 
parts than in its effect as a whole. 
But as both the singing of the 
principals and th. playing of the 
orchestra were of a very high or- 
der, one was afforded a splendid 
opportunity to reconsider this well- 
worn work and make some sort of 
objective appraisal of its merits. 

For persons no longer musically 
innocent and who, at the same 
time, are not exposed to periodical 
and frequent performances of the 
standard operatic repertoire, “Ill 
Trovatore” is probably obscured by 
a mist of cliches. I‘ is the arch- 
example of the “barrel-organ op- 
era,” for instance, and as such can 
only be thought of as a “far:tasia of 
tunes” loosely connected by recita- 
tivo. It is designed for vocal ex- 
hibition and the orchestra is treat- 
ed simply as a “big guitar.” It does 
not make sense dramatically. It is, 
in short, one of the many sins of a 
composer who did not repent of 
them until he was 80 years old, 
when he wrote two expiatory op- 
eras called “Falstaff” and “Othello.” 

Beauty in Old Tunes. 

Such descriptive tags are about 
as accurate as the belief that Bach 
wrote nothing but fugues. True 
enough, there is a certain ripeness 
about such tunes as the famous 
“Tempest of the Heart,” which is 
slightly repellent unless they hap- 
pen to be sung by artists who are 
capable of getting below the sur- 
face. But when the tunes are de- 
livered with restraint and with a 
decent regard for the line, the 
swell and the accent, one suddeniv 
becomes aware of a still existeat 
freshness and beauty in them be- 
cause they have suddenly become 
expressive of certain ideas. More- 
over all the trunes in “Trovatore” 
have not been transferred to hand 
organs and all the beauty of the op- 
era is not in the vocal line. 

The writing for the orchestra is 
not symphonic and the orchestra 
never usurps the place of the voices 
but Verdi’s gift for effective har- 
monization was quite as great as 
his melodic inventiveness and the 
orchestra frequently makes a high. 
ly expressive commentary on what 
the voices are declaiming, as in 
the dialogue of the Count di Luna. 
Ferrando and Azucena in Scene I 
of Act III. 

In other words, “Il Trovatore” is 
good Verdi, which means that it 
is music of a great and lasting qual- 
ity however much it may have 
been abused. If it is not in the

Retired Educater Succumbs at 
78 in Milwaukee—Former 
President of Radcliffe. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 24.— 
Le Baron Russell Briggs, 78 years 
old, professor emeritus and former 
deal of Harvard University and 
president of Radcliffe College from 
1903 to 1923, died today at the home 
of his daughter, Lucia Russell 
Briggs, president of Milwaukee 
Downer College. His death result- 
ed from a heart ailment. 

Dean Briggs, whose home is at 
Cambridge, Mass., had been visiting 
his daughter. He had been in ap- 
parent good health, and his death 
was unexpected. 

For many years he was dean of 


Harvard College and dean of the 
faculty of arts and sclences of Har- 
vard University. 

Dean Briggs probably was best 
known throughout the country and 
especially in intercollegiate athletic 
circles because of his long service 
as chairman of the Harvard Ath- 
letic Committee. He was a constant 
foe of professionalism. 

In 1912 he was elected president 
of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and was continued in 
that office five years. In one of 
his annual reports he expressed 
what was regarded as his policy 
when he wrote: “The real danger 
in athletics is not physical, but 
moral. I write as an enthusiastic be- 
liever in intercollegiate sports.” 
Dean Briggs made notable rec- 
ords as teacher of English, dean 
and president ot Radcliffe College. 
A member of the Harvard Corpora- 
tion once called him “the most de- 
servedly popular dean Harvard ever 
had.” 

In 1903 he became, the second 
president of Radcliffe, College and 
continued as such until 1923, when 
he resigned. In addition to the de- 
grees awarded him by Harvard he 
was honored by Yale, Lafayette and 
Western Reserve universities. 
Dean Briggs was born at Saiem, 
Mass., Dec. 11, 1855, the son of the 
Rev. George Ware Briggs, a Uni- 
tarian minister, and Lucia Russell 
Briggs. He served as exchange 
professor to France in 1919. His 
writings were confined to educa- 
tional subjects, on which he pub- 
lished several volumes. -He also 
wrote numerous poems. He mar- 


ried Mary Frances de Quedville of’ 


Cambridge, Mass., in 1883.

That’s a genera] idea of Rogers Horns- 
by, not so long ago almost a baseball 
pariah and now enjoying his latest “up” 
as manager of the St. Louis Browns. 


He just escaped St. Helena. In 1926, 
the “Rajah” led the St. Louis Cardinals 
to their first league pennant and world 
championship. On the train, coming 
home from his triumph in New York, he 
was marked for uwismissal and, before 
another season had rolled around, he was 
in New York as a player under the late 
John McGraw. Things were not so pleas- 
ant with the Giants, apparently, because 
they sent him to Boston. The Braves 
were to learn of his magnetism and make 
him manager of the club. But, the 
Braves, at that time needed money and 
this strange ballplayer suggested to Judge 
Emil Fuchs, Boston president, that he 
could get a big sackful of louis d’or by 
selling his (Hornsby’s) services. Rogers 
even conducted the negotiations and, for 
a supposed $100,000, sold nimself to the 
Chicago Cubs. : 

Later he became manager of the Chi- 
cago club and became involved in the 
inevitable jam. Having piloted the Cubs 
to a contending position in 1932—they 
later won the pennant—he was fired in 
mid-season. 

This marked the nadir of hie baseball 
life. He was practically an outcast, a 
trouble-maker, they caid. It was touch 
and go whether or not Iiornsby was 
through. But, Fortune always smiles on 
a man who refuses to quit and Hornsby 
received a “grin” when Sam Breadon and 
Branch Rickey of the St. Louis Cardinals 
joined in giving him a new chance by 
sending him to the Browns. 

Thus, one day in the 1933 mid-season, 
Hornsby was a reserve player with the 
Cardinals and the next, manager of the 
Browns—the only ,»layer in history to 
play one day in one major league and 
the next day in the other. And his Ameri- 
can League debut was typical of the man. 
With the Browns trailing in a game with 
the New York Yankees or Aug. 17, 
Manager Hornsby strolled to the plate 
to bat for the first tims in his new 
league. Vernon Gomez, a prize left- 
handed pitcher, was working for the 
Yankees. He tried a curve and then a 
“fast one,” which, he hoped, would get 
by. It didn’t. It reached the plate but 
there, impelled by the terrific force of 
a Hornsby swing, changed direction and 
eventually landed in the seats of the far- 
away right-center bleachers. The home- 
run tied the score and the Browns went 
on to win in extra innings. 

Hornsby’s a forthright person. Too 
much so, his friends say. For, if he 
doesn’t like someone, he’s quite likely to 
make that feeling manifest. Of course, in 
recent years, with things happening as 
they did, he has become much more 
diplomatic, but, even at that, he’d never

be chosen to represent the United States 
in any involved international dispute. He 
just isn’t the type. His vocabulary is 
colorful, even lurid at times, and there 
never is any doubt as to the meaning 
he intends to convey. 

Physical condition is almost a fetish. 
He has never smoked in his life hor has 
he tasted beer or liquor. At the height 
of his career as a player, he refused to 
go to moving pictures because he feared 
the slight flicker would | 1-t his batting 
eye. Certainly, he has slowed up. Once 
one of the fastest men in the game, age— 
he’s now just 38—and broken limbs have 
taken their toll. Even now, though, there 
are many men in the majors slower of 
foot than he, and no p'‘ayer in either 
league is more feared at Lat. 

One of his records probably never will 
be equalled. He batted .400 for three 
years. In other words, ¢uring three fuil 
seasons, Hornsby made more than -two 
hits in every five times he went to bat. 
His top average was in 1924, when he 
batted .424—a modern record. In 1922 he 
batted .401 and, three years later, aver— 
aged .403.

ORNSBY never went to college. He 

was born in Winters, Tex., April 27, 

1896, and retired from the pursuit of 
scholastic happiness after two years at 
Fort Worth, Tex., High School. There, 
one of his classmates was Alvin, better 
known as “Bo” McMillin, former football 
star and present head coach at the Uni- 
versity of Indiana. The two starred in 
high school athletics and were, at that 
time; about equal in speed. 

Some years later, McMillin visited 
Hornsby on the Cardinal bench before ” 
game at Cincinnati. There, in the dis- 
cussion, the old question of which was 
the speedier, was raised. I‘ornsby sug- 
gested a trial, and, both in baseball re- 
galia, stepped off in the “100.” Hornsby 
won the race by seven yards and also 
a suit of clothes which “Bo” was foolish 
enough to wager on the result. 

At the age of 17, Hornsby tried out 
professional baseball, but in less than two 
years was given a trial in the majors. 
He has been under the “big tent” ever 
since. Like many of the game’s greatest 
stars, he cost little. Ty Cobb and Tris 


Speaker both were priced under $1000 by 
near-sighted minor league owners, and 
Hornsby cost the Cardinals just $750. He 
was recommended by Bob Connery, then 
a scout, but now owner of the St. Paul 
Club of the American Association. 
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He arrived in the majors in 1915 as a 
shortstop. Playing in only 18 games, 
he batted but. .2446 and gave little 
promise that he woul@® become a star. 
But the late Miller Huggins corrected a 
slight fault in Hornsby’s stance and, be- 
ginning with 1916, Rogers has batted weil 
over .300 every year except one. 

Hornsby continued as a shortstop, fill- 
ing in now and then at second and third 
base, until 1919, when he was permanent- 
ly assigned to second, It was at this posi- 
tion he won his greatest defensive fame, 
being regarded as the ,yreatest double- 
play “middleman” in the game’s history. 
His “across-the-chest” throw to first after 
receiving a throw at second still is con- 
sidered the height of baseball artistry. 

There is no pretense about Hornsby, 
and therein lies his greatest charm. He 
has no front. He feigns ng interest in 
things that really lie outside his ken, 
frankly admitting that he cares nothing 
for books, music or social doo-dads. He 
can’t make a speech, he can’t dance and 
he abhors large parties, His sole interests 
in life, aside from a little plain and fancy 
gambling at the card table or the race- 
track, are baseball and his family. 

A man’s man, on the field and off, 
Hornsby has, neverthless, always held 
the attention of the iady fans in St. 
Louis, who have remained loyal to him 
throughout his stormy career. 

A born winner, with a flaming competi- 
tive spirit, Hornsby hates to lose, yet 
he never cries over spilled milk and yes- 
terday’s mistakes are closed incidents. He 
might explode on the spot, with profane 
bellows or a left hook, but he forgives 
as readily. He is admired by the players, 
for even the ones who reser* his bellicose 
nature, can’t help but tip their caps to 
his all-around ability and courage. 

Ask Hornsby what he makes out of 
life and he couldn’t tell you. But he is 
certain of one thing: ;

The biggest part of a woman's 
private estate that she may create 
throughout the years is her ac- 
cumulation of fine linens.

This series of rainbow colors blend 
with the ecru and fits perfectly with 
the modern trend of china and 
glassware. The particular hostess

The effect of beautiful dishes 
may be lost by a poor choice of the 
cloth on which they are placed.

tible and of lower nutritive value. 
In addition, it has been stated that 
pasteurization destroys the vitamin 
content of milk. 

Raw milk, that is, milk that has 
not been heat-treated, of course has 
been available in many communi- 
ties, but experience has taught us 
that raw milk is more susceptible 
to contamination by bacteria than 
the pasturized product. 

A safe raw milk, however, has 
been available for’ use in infant 
feeding, this milk being produced, 
handled and distributed under 
strict sanitary supervision. This is 
the so-called certified milk. Certi- 
fied milk, however, is substantially 
more expensive than pasteurized 
milk, and for that reason is not 
widely used. 

A recent study in England ap- 
pears to indicate that the differ 
ence in nutritive qualities between 
raw and pasteurized milk is rela- 
tively little, and that the balance of 
favor is in the direction of the heat- 
treated milk. 

Infants first fed on raw milk for 
two weeks and then fed on pas 
teurized milk for a like period, 
thrived somewhat better on the 
pasteurized than on the raw milk.-

OLLY was having her sixth

parcel containing a present, which 
Molly accepted and opened amid 
the Ohs and Ahs of the assembled 
company. 

One little girl had not brought a 
gift. Whether she did not know the 
custom, or whether she could not 
afford one, is neither here nor 
there. Her embarrassment was in- 
tense, and was not lessened by the 
openly expressed astonishment and 
contempt of her fellow guests.
